You couldn’t 
repeal it if you tried—and no one has tried for years. At 
the time of its passage, though, angry citizens stormed the 
State Capitol in protest. 

Before its enactment in 1932, Mississippi was a bankrupt 
State. It couldn’t even borrow money to buy food for 
patients at mental hospitals or prisoners. It paid its teachers 
in scrip, which nobody wanted. It owed $44,000,000. 


Today, said W. R. Hough, the State Tax Revision’s 
research chief, the State Treasury has a cash balance in 
the General Fund of $27,278,741. More than enough 
money has been set aside to pay off the debts of the 
General Fund. It is spending $25,000,000 for schools, | 
where it spent only $4,500,000 before. Its tetal Gen- | 
eral fund budget in 1948 was about $61,000,000, as com- 
pared with $4,500,00 in 1932. 


With the sales tax building surpluses for the past several 
years, the State has launched a building campaign. It is, 
putting up schoolhouses for cities and counties as well as 
buildings on the college campuses. It is constructing hos- 
pitals. And it is putting up a $4,000,000 State office build- 
ing.

Georgia Eyes 
Bigger Share 
Of Tourists 


Georgia's new State Depart- 
ment of Commerce is going out 
after a bigger share of the na- 
tion’s $5,000,000,000 tourist busi- 
ness, 

The Empire State of the South’s 
take from the tourists totalled 
more than $100,000,000 last year, 
and that’s a whopping amount of 
dough. But Clark Gaines, Sec- 
retary of the State Department of 
Commerce, points out that even 
such a huge amount is only one- 
fiftieth of the money spent in 
1948 by American tourists. 

“Certainly, with all our advan- 
tages as a State, we should at least 
double that amount,” Gaines 
added. 

The Department has inaugurated 
a Statewide survey to determine 
approximately the number of 
tourists stopping in Georgia and 
how long they stay. A confiden- 
tial questionnaire is being mailed 
to the more than 600 toyrist court 
owners over Georgia. 

That’s the first step. Anothér 
will be an educational campaign 
designed to make owners bring 
their tourist courts up to high 
standards of safety, cleanliness, 
convenience and beauty so as to 
attract more business. 

The Department also is having 
printed an attractive new 16-page 
brochure which will be distributed 
throughout the nation to answer 
many inquiries received about 
Georgia and its recreational pos- 
sibilities. 

Last year, Gaines said, tourists 
left an estimated $105,000,000 in 
Georgia, compared to $56,000,000 
10 years ago. In 1939 an esti- 
mated 8,140 out-of-State passenger 
cars entered Georgia daily. The 
total was 2,971,000 for the year, 
Gaines added, whereas the num- 
ber climbed to 12,637 daily in 
1948 for a total of 4,486,135 for 
the year. Studies indicate they 
averaged 2.44 persons per car on 
tourist routes, he said. 

“Experts on the subject have 
divided the tourist dollars as fol- 
lows: clothing, 13 percent; amuse- 
ments, 10 percent; restaurants, 10 
percent: automobiles and accesso- 
ries, 10 percent; hotels, 11 per- 
cent; food, nine percent; real es- 
tate and rentals, nine percent; 
public utilities, nine percent; mis- 
cellaneous (drugs, laundry. etc.), 
14 percent: gasoline and oil, five 
percent,” Gaines said.

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Mississippi 
Paves Roads 
On Credit

Mississippi has come a long way 
with the sales tax, but it still 
spends less than any other State 
for its schools. However, this poor 
State ranks among the highest in 
the nation in effort, Hough claimed. 
City teachers get $1,700 and Coun- 
ty teachers $1,200, as compared 
with Georgia’s average salary of 
$1,800. 

Mississippi has had a big high- 
Way paving campaign under way 
for a decade, but it didn’t come 
from the sales tax. As in other 
States—but not Georgia—gasoline 
funds are earmarked for roads. 
However, the sales tax did much 
better for general government 
than the gas tax did for the roads. 
Most roads have been paved on 
credit. Of the $12,000,000 annual 
highway spending, much of it goes 
to paving on bonded debts. 

Mississippi’s budget is not as 
large as Georgia’s. The Missis- 
sippian doesn’t earn as much as 
the Georgian, and doesn’t pay as 
much State taxes. The budgets: 
$108,000,600 for Georgia, and 
$67,000,000 for Mississippi. The 
per capita earnings: $885 and 
$659. The per capita tax bur- 
den: $37.95 and $33.50. 

The sales tax. is the major tax 
source in Mississippi. It produced 
$24,000,000 last year. Georgia has 
no sales tax. 

The income tax ranks second, 
with a collection of $11,000,000 as 
aaa a with Georgia’s $30,000,- 

Mississippi has a “severance” 
tax which Georgia doesn’t have. 
On oil, at a rate of 6 percent at the 
oil wells, Mississippi took in $6,- 
623,942. Georgia has ne oil wells. 
But it does have timber and 
turpentine — products on which 
Mississippi collects a “severance 
tax” and Georgia does not. A ma- 

jor producer of timber and turpen- 
tine, Georgia could collect a con- 
siderable sum from these produc- 
tion taxes, if it desired. Mississippi 
gives two-thirds of this tax to the 
counties in which the timber and 
turpentine are produced. 

Like other States — but not 
Georgia—Mississippi has a spe- 

cial tax on public utilities. It 
bases its tax upon the number 
of miles of poles for electricity

Georgia. The extra penny 
would mean an extra $1,000,000 
for Georgia. 

Like other Southern States, Mis- 
sissippi gets more from its auto tag 
sales than Georgia. Mississippi 
passenger car tags cost from $9 to 
$25, and trucks from $6 to $600. 
In Georgia, car tags range from 
$1.50 to $7, and trucks from $2.50 
to $1,000. 

The sales tax law makes tokens 
mandatory. However, they are not 
generally used. Only the dime 
stores fool with them. Elsewhere 
stores pay the tax themselves on 
purchases under 25 or 35 cents, 
and add 1 cent for the half-dol- 
lar and 2 cents for the $1.00 pur- 
chases. Products sold by the farm- 
er, himself, and products sold to 
governmental agencies are ex- 
empted. So are manufactured 
goods sold to distributors. ‘ 

While the sales tax may place 
its heaviest burden on the poor 
man, Mississippi eases the poor 
man out of paying State income 
taxes. Exemptions are high. 
They run $2,800 for the married 
person, $400 for each dependent, 
and $1,200 for the single person. 

Mississippi’s rates are 1 per- 

eent on the first $4,000 net income, 

while Georgia’s rates start at 1 
ercent on the first $1,000 and 
it 3 percent at $3,000 to $5,000. 

Georgia gets more from corpora- 
tions, too, with a straight 512-per- 
cent tax. Mississippi uses the 
same graduated scale for corpora- 
tions as it does for individuals. 

As Mississippi moved into the 
sales tax, it moved out of li- 
cense fees and property taxes.

The 
little Scottie happily whiles away the hours with his grand- 
s0n, Tamas McFala, as a playmate. 

He also enjoys an occasional 
Tromp with two others of his 
grandchildren, Laddie and Maggie. 


They are the péts of Elliott Roose- 
velt and his actress wife, Faye 
Emerson Roosevelt, who live at 
Top Cottage, a quarter of a mile 
up the hill from Val-Kill Cottage.

Milledgeville Hospital houses about 
10,000 mentally sick persons. 

We have just passed through a crisis in 
its operation in which welfare authority, 
jealous and overreaching, seemingly 
sought to make its policies dominant in a 
field where obviously scientific treatment 
must be supreme. 

Because, for no good reason, this hos- 
pital is under the Welfare Department, it 
has a long history of having been a dump- 
ing ground for political hacks. It has been 
abused, mismanaged, exploited and almost 
always the patients themselves have 
played a shadowy, secondary role. 

We are glad Gov. Talmadge sees the 
need for a change and is planning to re- 
move the hospital from the Welfare De- 
partment. It may be the beginning of a 
new chapter in our care of the mentally ill. 

First of all we think the hospital should 
be run as a hospital. 

Many, many mentally sick persons can 
be cured. 

Many others can be so improved they 
can be sent back home to lead normal lives 
with a minimum of supervision. 

Too many of the patients cannot have 
real treatment because of the shortage of 
doctors, especially those trained in psychi- 
atry.

Have you ever noticed Georgia’s State Capito] at night? Probably not. It is a dark, deserted build- 
ing sitting off over there by itself with nothing to attract your attention, This is not true of other capi- 
tols over the South. Visiting the capital cities of several States to obtain information for a tax series, 
we found the State Capitol the most prominently displayed building in town. 

With floodlights playing on their domes, the State Capitol buildings are beautiful at night and 
cause tourists to drive by to look at them. Lights illuminate the domes of State Capitols in Colum- 


bia, S. C.; Tallahassee, Fla.; Raleigh, N. C., and Jackson, Miss. 


We weren’t at Nashville, Tenn., at 


night and haven’t visited Montgomery, Ala., so we don’t know whether their Capitol Buildings are 


glamorized. 


Georgia’s State Capitol has been crowded 
for office space for some years. All the 
newspaper representatives are put in one 
room, off the Senate Chamber. If we used 
that room and nothing else, it would be 
virtually impossible for one paper or one 
wire service to scoop another. You can have 
no secrets with your competitor nearing your 
telephone conversation; it is difficult to move 
an exclusive story with other reporters 
hovering nearby, and it is impossible to have 
a State official in for an exclusive interview 
in this chummy atmosphere. When the Legis- 
lature is in session, and staffs of the papers 
and wire services are doubled or tripled, re- 
porters are stumbling over each other in this 
one room. 


John Couric used to represent The Constitu- 
tion in this State Capitol press room. John 
thinks he is in a Capitol writer’s paradise today. 
He is chief of the United Press bureau at Talla- 
hassee, Fla. We visited his office the other day. 


The whole bureau of the United Press at 
Tallahassee is located in the State Capitol Build- 
ing. So is the entire bureau of the Associated 
Press. The International News Service has 
offices in the State Capitol. Every Florida paper 
which staffs the Capitol has private offices in 
the Capitol. Offices furnished by the State, too. 
All air-conditioned. It’s amazing. 

Just to make us Georgia boys envious, John 
gays that news releases from all State depart. 
ments are sent to the headquarters of the news 
agencies and newspapers. The Supreme Court 
makes individual copies of their decisions on all 
cases for each of the newsmen, and provides a 
press room in the Court Building, with type 
writers and telephones and everything. It’s 
amazing. 

Seats are assigned to each reporter at the 
press tables in the House and Senate. Pages 
are assigned to the news desk to carry copy from 
the desk to the teletyping offices. 

You noticed we mentioned “Court Building.” 
Florida has a beautiful Court B set off a 
little ways from the rest ef the buildings. 


It is elaborately furnished. It is a contrast to the 
difficult conditions under which Georgias Su- 
preme Court Justices—in offices adjoining the 
lively Legislature—had to study the law and 
arrive at conclusions in the double-Governor case. 


There have long been appeais for offices 
in the State Capitol for Legislative Commit- 
tees. Georgia’s committees gather around 
members’ desks in the House and Senate, and 
in the uproar of numerous meetings going on 
simultaneously, attempt to consider legisla- 
tion. They can’t do it in the few minutes of 
disorder, so Georgia’s committees usually 
rubber stamp bills and speed then: to the 
floor of the House and Senate for full debate. 


Legislation is well considered by committees 
in Florida. The committees have their own air- 
conditioned offices and a secretary to keep the 
minutes. 


Location of a State Capitol in a small city has 
its advantages. The capitals of Kentucky (Frank- 
fort) and Florida are both small cities. At the same 
time, reporters and State officials associate more 
with each other in the smaller cities. Barbara 
Landstreet, United Press writer at Tallahassee 
who used to cover Georgia’s State Capitol, says 
that when you go anywhere at night in a small 
city the people you run into are State officials. 
For our own part, we can comment on the po- 
litical lives of State officials better if we are not 
constantly with them socially.

The Soviets and 
Their Wage System 


One of the factors which has increased pro- 

duction costs in this country has been the end 

to piecework—the regulations which made it im, 

possible for a better worker to earn more money because of his supe- 
rior skill. 

The trend in this country has been away from piece work and 
the incentive to develop greater skills, The inevitable result was 
that the skilled worker lost interest in using his skill if he was to 
get no more for it than the much-less-skilled man next him. 

This is not the story in the Soviet Union, the so-called “workers’ 
paradise.” The Soviet Union, seeking production, uses the incentive 
of piece work in every possible industry. 

The Soviets publish in tiNs country, in Washington, an informa- 
tion bulletin. At hand is the copy for May. In a rather lengthy 
discussion of their system, the magazine featured an article on 
piece work. Says the article, signed by L. Leonidov and headed 
“Better Workers Earn Higher Pay”: 

“The new materia! incentives for labor stem from the socialist 
principle of distribution applied in the USSR—‘From each accord- 
ing to his ability, to each according to his work,’ 

“The most widely used is the piecework rate. As employed in 
the USSR, the piecework system is highly instrumental in stimu- 
lating higher labor productivity and thereby improving the living 
standard of the Soviet workers. It promotes in the worker an inter- 
est in his job not only as it affects him personally, in terms of his 
own wages, but also as it affects the entire economy, in terms of 
the growth of production as a result of higher labor productivity, 
and furnishes the basis for a most objective appraisal of the quanti- 
tative and qualitative results of labor. 

“The piecework system of payment for labor is therefore ex- 
tended to the overwhelming majority of the workers, and about 
75 percent of the workers in socialist industry are paid on the basis 
of piecework rates. 

“Under the individual piecework system, every worker receives 
an independent production assignment (individual quota). The 
fulfillment of the fixed production quota and, consequently, the 
earnings depend upon the efficiency and skill of each worker. 

“Another form of the piecework system is based on teamwork. 
In this case a definite task is assigned to a whole team composed 
of several workers of different specialties. The results, therefore, 
depend upon the work of the entire team. 

“But even in.this case, the earnings of the team are not equally 
distributed among its members, for this would amount to leveling 
and thus constitute a violation of the socialist principle of payment 
for work. The earnings are distributed according to the skill of 
each member of the team and the amount of time worked in the 
given team. 

“Thus, the more skilled workers receive higher earnings, which 
fully corresponds to the socialist principle of distribution accord- 
ing to labor. The work performed by a skilled worker is valued 
higher than the work performed by an unskilled worker in the 
same amount of time. The Soviet State insures a higher remunera- 
tion for skilled labor, thus encouraging the working people to 
acquire higher skill.” 


° . There is one naively curious paragraph. In argu- 
Capitalists ing the merits of piecework, the article selene 
that the Soviets, in marked contrast to capitalist countries, has leg- 
islation “which lays special emphasis on labor protection, demands 
strict observance of the eight-hour day; overtime is allowed only in 
exceptional cases (for example, in the case of an accident in pro- 
duction, or some natural calamity), and every encouragement is 
given to rationalization designated to lighten labor.” 

Note the failure to mention the 40-hour week. The Soviet eight- 
hour day is a six-day work week of 48 hours. 

The Soviet workers, with increasing quotas, with piece-work 
incentives, certainly are under more strain than is American labor. 
And the standard of living—what wages buy—is much lower. The 
Soviet workers may not strike. They are jailed for a “slow-down.” 
They have no freedom to change jobs. They are a-fixed in their 
positions. 


° The article is quite frank in saying that production 
P roduction quotas are increased as skills increase; that addi- 
tional machines are given to workers to supervise, as they learn how 
to handle them. Here, too, the piece-work idea is carried out. 


In our textile field, for example, contracts limit the number of 
looms, or frames, a worker may tend. In the Soviet Union the 
worker would be encouraged to tend as many as possible.

The Soviet Has Troubles, Too 


_WASHINGTON—Even although business is growing worse in 
this country, and Britain and the other Marshall Plan countries 


are running into new economic difficulties, there is at least one | 


consolation. The signs suggest that the Soviet sphere of the world 
is also suffering from economic lumbago, particularly in the satel- 
lite area in Europe. 

In fact this is believed to have been the cause of a rather acute 


| political crisis in Czechoslovakia, only a few weeks ago. And from 
the Kremlin’s viewpoint, this is particularly grave, since Czech in- | 
dustry has been relied upon, in all Soviet economic planning, to con- | 
tribute heavily toward meeting the industrial deficiencies in the rest | 


of the Soviet sphere. 

In brief, at the time of the Communist coup d’etat at Prague, 
the Czechs had the highest standard of living in Europe; their in- 
dustrial potential had actually been increased by the German occu- 
piers; and they possessed large foreign exchange reserves, both in 
cash and credits. Since the Communists took over, however, the 
living standard has declined sharply. The reserves of foreign ex- 
change have been exhausted. And the lack of cash to pay for goods 
abroad has produced a severe raw material shortage, which in turn 
is seriously impeding industrial output. 


Issue The problem evidently became a bitter issue between the 

two wings of the Czech Communist Party—the more mod- 
erate and experienced group comprising such men as President 
Gottwald and Foreign Minister Klementis; and the 100 percent Mus- 
covites like Slansky, the foreign relations “expert” of the party, 
Geminder, and the hysterical Information Minister, Kopecky. At 
any rate, such high feeling arose that the Kremlin’s Czech specialist 
who supervised the Prague coup d’etat, the Deputy Minister of For- 
_ Affairs, Zorine, had to hurry to Prague to straighten matters 
out. 

According to report, sharp recriminations were exchanged. The 
Gottwald-Klementis faction is even said to have gone so far as to 
bewail Stalin’s command that Czechoslovakia stay out of the Mar- 
shall Plan, which was real heresy. It is still disputed whether they 


| were so impractical as to suggest that Czechoslovakia might join the 
Marshall Plan at this late date. At any rate, Zorine had a grim re- | 


port to make when he got home. 


Controls This incident was part of a larger pattern of course. 

The economic difficulties of the Soviet zone of Ger- 
many, the reports of resistance to land collectivization in Poland and 
Hungary as well as Czechoslovakia, the complaints of poor labor 
productivity at the recent Congress of the Czech Communist Party, 
all fit into the pattern in various ways. The truth seems to be that 
the heavy burden imposed by Soviet rearmament, plus the effects 
of political isolation, plus the barrier of the American export con- 
trols, are taking a heavy toll. It is particularly interesting that our 
export controls are regarded as the most serious of all these unfa- 
vorable factors, We are carrying on rather successful economic war- 
fare without knowing it ourselves. 

These facts, in turn, are being used to explain the surprise that 
almost all the officials specializing in Russian affairs have been 
given by the behavior of Andrei Vishinsky at the Paris Council of 
Foreign Ministers’ meeting. What was almost universally expected 
of Vishinsky was a tremendous propaganda offensive centering 
around German unity and the end of the German occupation.

Editor, Constitution: The proposed program 
of the administration to change the basis of farm 
subsidy is a realistic business approach which 
is certain to be beneficial to all concerned, and 
especially beneficial to the farmer in the long run. 

Putting a ceiling gave a form of false protec- 
tion to the farmer and was detrimental to the in- 
terest of the consuming public as well as the 
processor, and most harmful to our export market. 
Under the new plan farm products would seek 
their level in the market place of the world based 
upon supply and demand. When the prices are 
below the figure guaranteed by the government 
the’ farmer would be reimbursed. The proposed 
plan means that we, the citizens, would be able, 
as a rule, to buy cheaper; the processors would 
buy cheaper, which in turn means that these 
processed items would be cheaper, increasing the 
consumption in many instances. This reacts, to 
the benefit of the farmer for he uses his own farm 
products after they are re-processed. 

The plan maintains the basic American 
principle of free enterprise. 

The stability of our farmers is of vital im- 
portance to our economy, and it is to the interest 
of the country in developing farm products that 
will compete with materials which are now being 
mined, including oil. When these basic products 
of the earth are exhausted, we will automatically 
call upon the farmer to have the good earth 
supply us substitutes and other items that will 
take their place. 

The Government operates to a certain extent 
like an individual or one in business. It is also a 
case of trial and error and out of the Govern- 
ment’s experience they have developed this new 
plan which will be a great step forward in seeing 
that we do not price our farm products out of the 
market and thereby increasing the output and 
opening markets for other products. 

Under this plan, since prices will be reduced, 
tt increases the purchasing power of the dollar

and indirectly raises the standard of living and 
is based upon an incentive to the farmer as far 
as quality is concerned, and it is a challenge that 
he produce on an economical basis. 


We in the South have seen our cotton farmers 
being guaranteed a ceiling for their cotton. The 
result in many cases was, since the price of cotton 
was not based upon world market conditions, it 
encouraged the foreign producer and discouraged 
the consumption of our own cotton, including 
manufactured cotton goods. In other words, the 
price policy intended for the benefit of the farmer 
in the long run was detrimental to his interest as 
well as to the interest of the buying public. 


The proposed plan should be adopted as soon 
as possible and by writing your senators and 
congressmen we can help the administration in 
securing final approval of this new, improved 
program.

City Helping Create Slums? 


Editor, Constitution: Why is it that as soon 
as a group of Negroes attempt to build up a 
decent community of homes the city government 
will allow the construction of cheap apartments? 
Two or three years ago homes in a small section 
in northeast Atlanta were sold to Negroes who 
invested their savings and went into debt to pur- 
chase and beautify these homes. Hardly were 
they in these homes before a white builder con- 
structed some cheap “cell block” two and three 
room apartments. 

Of course the home owners in this section pro- 
tested in the prescribed manner but it didn’t 
mean a thing to the City Council. The first apart- 
ment was on a side street but now a petition has 
been filed to construct additional ones on one of 
the main streets and if the actions of the City 
Council are to be judged by the past the home 
owners’ protest is just a waste of time. 

It is often said that Negroes create slums and 
yet when a few attempt to build up a decent com- 
munity our city: government will allow the type of 
construction that in a few years can’t help from 
becoming slums. I am well aware of the housing 
shortage among Negroes in Atlanta, but why not 
build apartments in locations where it will not 
cause a loss of value on the surrounding property. 
It’s awfully disgusting to pay inflated prices for 
homes in a residential section and as soon as you 
begin to get settled, here comes white “investors” 
throwing up anything that will get by the in- 
spectors. Regardless of what the residents say, 
the district is rezoned for apartments. Juke joints 
and pool rooms will probably be next. Can't we 
expect any type of protection from our city gov- 


ernment.

It Sounds A Bit Like Georgia 


HARTFORD. Conn—When you leave Washington with its finely spun and 
intricate web of national government and go to take a look at State government, 
most any State government, you always have the same experience of moving from 
effect to cause. Which .is to say that the Federal machinery has become so large 

. =. and operates in so many fields to serve the people, partly because State govern- 
ment has failed to perform adequately many functions of government. The people, through Congress, 
have transferred functions to the Federal government of necessity. This is not to say, of course, 
that there are not many fields which require over-all national management due to common national 
interest that transcends localities and State lines in our complex, machine-age society. 


This State of Connecticut, one of the oldest 
and with an ancient tradition of local government, 
offers an example of how, in many directions, 
local government has been weakened and be- 
come moss-bound through the years by clinging 
to stagecoach-day forms and methods. 


It has one of the worst, rotten, borough 
systems of representation in the nation which 
discriminates in its House of Representatives 
against its cities in favor of small towns and 
rural sections, so that city people are all 
but disfranchised in this sector of govern- 
ment. There are 108 separate departments 
and agencies in its encrusted and overlap- 
ping State government. There has grown up 
a mixing of private, political and State busi- 
ness in some areas of government which is 
amoral, if not plainly immoral and unethical. 


All of this conduces here, as in other States, 
to give private, economic interests undue influ- 
ence in State governments, particularly in legis- 
latures, to get legislation favorable to their spe- 
cial interest and to block progressive measures on 
behalf of the whole people of the State. That, as 
we know, is one of the principal reasons why the 
Federal Government has had to move in during 
recent years to protect the public interest. 


Gov. Chester A. Bowles, who came here to 
manage a State government after experience in 
the Fedenal bureaucracy in Washington as OPA 
Administrator and before that as a businessman, 
is acutely conscious of the inadequacies and 
limitations of State government and their effect 
in building up big government in Washington. 


He is trying to arouse the people to clear away 
some of the brush—which he naturally finds 
quite a task—in the effort to make local govern- 
ment a healthy organism that can do its part in 
the over-all job of government. Recently he 
dramatized in a speech to Connecticut mayors 
the effect of the rotten borough system which has 
grown up under statutes that, among other things, 
give two representatives to every city and town 
over 20,000 and two to every town incorporated 
before 1850. Some of the latter still are hamlets. 

“There are 20 cities and towns in Connecticut 
with a population of more than 20,000. Two- 
thirds of all our people live in these cities and 
towns,” he said. “But instead of having two- 


| 


thirds of the representatives in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, they have less than one-sixth. Spe- 
cifically, they elect 40 representatives to the 
Lower House out of a total membership of 272.” 


He pointed out further that the 1,200,000 
who live in these cities can be outvoted—and 
usually are—by representatives of 26 small 
towns with a total population of less than 
50,000 and that 700,000 citizens who live in 
the five largest cities—more than a third of 
the population—have only 10 representatives 
out of 272 and can be outvoted by representa- 
tives of six towns with a total population well 
under 10,000. 


In another direction here Governor Bowles has 
stirred up a real ruckus by suspending the chair- 
man of the State Liquor Control Commission, 
John T. Dunn, Jr., on the basis of the report of 
an investigation conducted by Edward J. Hickey, 
State Police Commissioner, charging that Mr. 
Dunn, an insurance man, had personal business 
dealings with liquor permits which, Commissioner 
Hickey alleged, constituted “questionable con- 
duct,” “neglect of duty,” and a “probably viola- 
tions of the criminal] laws.” 

Current inquiries in other fields of State gov- 
ernment indicate possible action of a similar 
nature in keeping with Governor Bowles’ aim te 
improve the moral tone of Connecticut’s govern- 
ment. 

There are also cases where State officials, 


1 powerful politically, have two State posts, a

The author spent more than 
two years writing her book. She 
got down to the lowest workers’ 
levels, traveled the length and 
breadth of the subcontinent, and 
applied all her sympathies and 
interests to her job. 

The result is an impressive 
exposition through incident and 
interview. Miss Bourke-White 
talked with dozens of Indian 
leaders, industrialists, plain peo- 
ple, politicians and educators. 
She saw and talked with Gandhi 
several times. She was invited 
into Indian homes, and pene- 
trated into women’s quarters 
where men never could go. 

Her investigations did not al- 
Ways produce clear answers to 
the staggering problems of pov- 
erty, social maladjustment, dis- 
crimination and superstitious re- 
ligion besetting India and Pak- 
istan. She is critical of Gandhi’s 
economic theories, although she 
was emphatically impressed by 
his spiritual greatness. She notes 
his failure really to live with the 
lowest masses, and cites the 
sharp observation of an Indian: 
“If only Gandhi knew how much 
it costs to keep him in poverty.” 

- Similarly, the contradictions 
between the professions and poli- 
cies of such industrialists as G. 
D. Birla and Ramkrishna Dal- 
mia are set down. 

But, as the title of the book in- 
dicates,. Miss Bourke-White car- 
ried away the conviction that 
improvement is on the march 
and progress under way. She 
enumerates dozens of great and 
small changes in the treatment 
of women, untouchables, chil- 
dren, workers and peasants. The 
day-by-day account of her expe- 
riences adds up to a sharply 
lined picture of India, although 

it is personal and subjective.

Stamps Honor Natal Centennial 


The Union of South Africa has issued a new stamp com- > 


memorating the one hundredth anniversary of the official 
proclamation of Natal as a British colony. It is brown and 
has a value of 142 pence. Depicted is a sailing ship bring- 
ing settlers into a harbor. In the upper right corner is 
inscribed “Natal Settlers 1849-1949.” The stamp was also 
issued in identical design with the inscriptions in Dutch. 


The reason for this double is- 
sue is that although the British 
constitute the majority of the 
white population, the northern 
districts are bited chiefly by 
Dutch-speaking people.

For years I have ducked invitations to sit on the banks of ponds to fish for bream, 
to crouch in the bottoms of canoes to cast whatever they cast for, and have generally 
brushed off the Izaak Walton stuff as being too sedentary an occupation for an active 
human being. No display of reels or rods or flies ever had any allure for me, and con- 
versations bogged down in my direction the minute friends began telling fish stories.

All along the banks fishermen 
waved, measured the air with 
outstretched arms, and shook 
congratulatory fists in our di- 
rection and I leaned back in my 
deck chair and took their hom- 
age like a queen. 

Bets had been placed against 
me. Friends had chided me about 
unseaworthiness. Chums had 
thrust Mothersills remedies upon 
me, and advised me of the sub- 
tle differences between the bow 
and the stern of the boat.

If you are the sentimental type who keeps your wedding

of America. Every shade made 
under Mrs. West’s supervision 
has the appearance of a profes- 
sionally-made shade. Her “pu- 
pils” all over the city point with 
pride to their homemade lamps 
aswell as their instructor, whose 
classes assume more of the “sew- 
ing bee” atmospher?2 rather than 
a scholastic gathering. 


“Many of the girls want to 
use green materia’ for their 
shades” she said yesterday. “I 
try the best I can to discourage 
this for green as a color for a 
fabric lamp shade is not good, 
to say nothing of the eerie glow 
it casts.

ADY MOUNTBATTEN, ttall and fair, and 
g striking, too, with pearls at her throat 

and her ears and her wrists, fluttered 
from one group to another, greeting her 400 
guests, old friends and new, with impartial 
warmth and solititude. 

Nearly everyone said they’d never seen 
her prettier or seeming so gay. 

Probably no one knew the truth. It’s not 
likely that any one suspected then—on that 
night of the housewarming at the beautiful 
Villa Guardamania on the island of Malta 
early this year—that the hostess was worried. 


The plain fact was this: Although the 
party went off ticketyboo, as Lord Mountbat- 
ten would say, meaning O.K., the heart of his 
charming wife, often referred to as the richest 
girl in England, was weighed down by money 
trouble. She was hard up for pounds sterling. 

Now the secret is out. Lady Mountbatten 
this spring sought government sanction to tap 
the capital of $5,625,000 she inherited 27 
years ago. ' 

She was in an odd fix. Although the will 
of her grandfather, Sir Ernest Cassel, gave 
her the use of the huge legacy, her taxes, plus 
the past year’s extraordinary capital levy, 
made her owe the government 4100,000 more 
than her income. 

To meet the crisis, she hit upon an unusual 
device. In the House of Lords, she introduced 
what is Known as a personal bill, which, when 
passed, would relax her inheritance restric- 
tions and let her dip into her principal. 

This isn’t the first time she’s come to an 
economic crossroads. Twice before she’s been 
hard pressed for ready cash. 

Away back when she was soft-cheeked, 19- 
year-old Edwina Ashley, she needed more than 
she had. She was goddaughter of King Ed- 
ward VII. As her grandfather’s hostess she 
entertained royalty. But apart from $500 a 
year dress allowance she had not a shilling 
of her own. 

“IT shouldn’t mind,” she said then, “if Lord 
Louis weren’t so far away.” 

Lord Louis (later to become Rear Admiral 
Earl Mountbatten) was the handsome young 
cousin to whom the Prince of Wales had in- 
troduced her during Regatta Week at Cowes, 
and they were in love. Half way around the 
world, in India, he was waiting for her to 
join him. 


“Don’t mind at all,” a kind and romantic - 


aunt told Edwina, “I have an odd pound or 
two.” 


With the odd pounds, Edwina bought a: 


round-trip fare in a small cabin-class liner to 
Bornbay, and that as much as anything led 
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later to the marriage of the London season in 
1922. Lord Louis and Edwina were the prin- 
cipals. The Prince of Wales was best man. 
King George V and Queen Mary were honored 
guests. — ' 

After the wedding, Lady Mountbatten en- 
tered London's social whirl, and presently, 
having come into her fortune, she was lead- 
ing it. Her grandfatber’s will gave her the 
enormous mansion, Brook House imPark Lane, 
and that citadel of luxury was home for her, 
but only one of several homes. She enter- 
tained, too, at her country house near Chi- 
chester, at another on the west coast of 
Ireland, at a villa in the south of France, at

shooting lodges in season, and later at Broad- 
lands, Romsey, Hants. 

In spare time she went lion hunting with 
maharajahs and .on around-the-world cruises 
with friends. Then in the livelier social col- 
umns, where people were referred to in chum- 
‘my quotes as Lady “Boodles” and Lord 
“Bongo,” her absence would be regretfully 
noted. 

‘Lady Mountbatten is missed,” said one, 
when for a holiday she struck out for Arabia. 
“She is an accomplished dancer, drives her 
own motor car, and is greatly interested -in 
yachting, motorboating, and polo. The social 
whirligig moves less cheerfully without her.” 

In the end, Brook House was too much for 
her. Her grandfather’s will gave it to her, 


...but the will also provided that she pay the 
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rates, taxes and certain other expenses. 

With a nostalgic sigh, she gave it up, sold 
it; sold, too, some of the art treasures and the 
tons of Tuscany marble which had been its 
celebrated staircase. , 

After that, with money in hand (and after 
a vast apartment house had been built on the 
mansion’s site) she rented a two-story, 30- 
room penthouse in the new structure, and in 
a way it was as if she'd hardly left home. 

Three hundred attended when she opened 
the penthouse, and toured the 18 bedrooms, 
seven bathrooms and children’s wing, com- 
plete with schoolroom. . 

It took a war to end, for her, this way of 


The Richest Girl in Eng- 
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life. Lady Mountbatten, hailed, as “best 
dressed,” became London County President of 
the St. John Ambulance Brigade and wore a 
plain uniform. Parties at the Biarritz gave 
place to salvage campaigns at Blackpool, pa- 
triotic talks at Newcastle-on-Tyne and a Save 
Wastepaper appeal launched from the center 
of bomb-torn London. 

As wife of the Supreme Allied Commander 
of Southeast Asia, she took part in organizing 
a few social get-togethers in Colombo, Cey- 
lon, but they were comparatively modest 
affairs. Lady Mountbatten didn’t move amid 
luxury again until her husband was awarded 
the Indian Viceregal appointment after the 
war, and then the eastern princes paid most 
of the entertainment bills. 

This year London knew no more its once 
spectacular social leader. She’d anchored at 
Malta. There it was recently reported: 

“She runs the Villa Guardamania in the 
same simple manner in which Earl Mount- 
batten (whose basic rate of pay is about 
$22.17 a day) runs his ship.” 

_It seemed certain that if she were per- 
mitted to spend a little of her inheritance, 
everything again would be ticketyboo.

She burst 
into tears and ‘sobbed out the details of his 
addiction to alcohol, which had shattered their 
family happiness. 

The scene took place in the office of a New 
York psychiatrist—Dr. Eva Klein of the New 
York Medical College—-who has recently reported 
in the American Journal of Psychotherapy how 
the man was successfully treated. 

At first the husband did not believe that 
anything could make him give up drinking. He 
visited the physician merely to humor his wife 
—but he has now been abstemious for several 
years. Not only did he give up drinking alcohol 
in any form—his entire personality was also 
remarkably improved. 

The case demonstrates that alcoholism is the 
result of a wrongly twisted personality. It is a 
way of life—a harmful way. It is given up when 
the personality is altered sufficiently, when a 
drinking will is replaced by a non- 
drinking will. 

The wife’s love played an im- 
portant part in the rebuilding of the 
husband’s will, in reshaping his per- 
sonality trends. That love was one 
of the assets of which the physician 
took full advantage in devising suit- 
able treatment, which included dieting. 

The man told his story to the 
doctor in successive visits. He ex- 
plained that his father was not much 
interested in him. At the age of four 
he nearly lost his life in an accident

for which his father was a good deal 
to blame. 3 

The mother was domineering and 
ambitious. But she too failed to pro- 
tect him when he needed protection and security 
on several occasions in early life. 

He had earned enough money, while studying 
at a high school, for a year’s tuition and 
expenses at the university which he wanted to 
enter. His father took the entire sum from him 
and used it in his business. 

The money was never repaid to him. He re- 
sented most of all the fact that his mother, 
whom he loved warmly, did nothing on that 
occasion to help him. 

It was after he finally did get into the uni- 
versity some time later that his drinking started. 
He disliked the taste of whiskey, but when he 
swallowed it his spirits were elevated. He felt 
relaxed and superior and became more sociable. 
Soon after graduation he met a beautiful woman 
and married her. 

He took up teaching science, and enjoyed his 
work immensely. But the income was small. 
His wife persuaded him to take a better paid 
position in a mercantile firm in which her rela- 
tives were executives. He didn’t like the busi- 
ness, and felt superior to and was intensely 
jealous of his wife’s relatives from whom he now 
had to take orders. It was then that he started 
heavy drinking. 

He would begin with a glass of beer at 
luncheon, but end up with prolonged bouts with 
whiskey. He became a hopeless, compulsive 
drinker; no matter how hard he tried to resist 
it, he had to drink. Various treatments failed. 
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The New York psychiatrist succeeded in 


winning his confidence. She finally made him 
understand that he drank not because he craved 
alcohol, but because getting drunk was his way 
of escaping from tortures of envy and hostility 
he felt towards others better off than himself. 
Something had to be done to shift his will—his 
compulsive urge—from whiskey to a construc- 
tive object or activity. 

It turned out that he had high blood pressure 
and too much weight, and wanted to reduce. 
The physician urged him vigorously to start 
dieting, and he agreed. He made a terrific drive 
for reduction dieting. He began to talk more 
and more of losing pounds than of his desire

for drink. He lost weight and his blood pressure 
came down practically to normal. His disposition 
vastly improved. He actually became averse to 
alcohol. 

For years now he has not touched a drink. 
He is successful in business and in family and 
social life. 

New light upon the character structure of 
alcoholics has been’ shed by investigations of 
93 alcoholics and ex-alcoholics which were made 
by Dr. Leonard R. Sillman while he was at 
Columbia University, New York. 

Studies of 22 non-alcoholics were used by Dr. 
Sillman for comparison. 

The alcoholics suffer very much from 
“anxiety and moodiness.’ A nameless fear pos- 
sesses them, the fear of losing something pre- 
cious. The normal means of combating anxiety, 
helplessness and insecurity are ability to estab- 
lish useful social relationships and thus to 
acquire a’feeling of selfsufficiency. 

Alcoholics, however, are defi- 
cient in this ability. On the one 
hand, they have difficulty in 
merging themselves in family, 
religious, social or fraternal ac- 
tivities; on the other hand, they 
fail to realize their urge for self- 
sufficiency. 

They want intense, exclusive 
aig relationships. They are uncom- 
promising, unbending, and begin childhood with 
rebellion against parents and other authorities. 

They want to be perfect themselves and they 
also want perfection in others. 

Like fanatics they want even good things In 
such excess as to spoil them. 

Alcohol is useful in its own way. But the 
alcoholic consumes too much of it, under com- 
pulsion of anxiety, lack of self-confidence and 
related deficiencies of personality developments 
and balance. Prevention and treatment of the 
malady, which is problem drinking essentially, 
means alteration and better adjustment of the 
Whole person. 

Every bit of information about man’s phys!- 
cal and mental make-up and operations increases 
our hope that alcoholism will be conquered.

LEXANDRA GALITZINE ROMANOFF 
was a dark-eyed little girl of 11 when the 
Red terror swept over Russia. 

_ That was in 1917, a year of disaster for Rus- 
Slans of royal—or even noble—blood. Czar Nich- 
olas and his family perished. Royalists fled for 
their lives, stripped of all they had owyed. 

Aleka—as the little girl was familiarly called 
—-Wwas not a member of the royalty, despite her 
last name, but her family belonged to the famous 
Galitzine clan, which was rich and powerful and 
ranked high in the circles of nobility. 

After swarming through the 100-room palace 
where Aleka had spent her childhood, the revo- 
lutionists carried away all her relatives and 
placed her in a “school for criminal children”’ 
in Leningrad. 

For three years Aleka remained in the Bolshe- 
vik prison, ignorant of the whereabouts of her 
family. One day she escaped, located her brother 
Nicholas and together the two began a long, 
dreary flight to safety. 

Russia in 1920 was torn by civil war. The 
Bolsheviks who had seized power had not as 
yet vanquished the resisting “White Russians”’ 
and the country was in a state of chaos. 

Traveling by day and sleeping in ditches at

night, the young brother and sister slowly made 
their way across the land they loved, but which 
offered them no sanctuary. mee 

They begged from door to door and wangled 
rides on oxcarts. When they finally got across 
the frontier they received Red Cross assistance. 

At last they arrived in England, the haven 
for most Russian refugees, and were taken into 
the home of an aunt. For three years they at- 
tended school. Then Aleka entered the volunteer 
nursing service in London. At 17 she realized 
that her early assurance of a life of ease was 
forever gone, that from then on her fate lay in 
her own hands. e 

It was at this time that she met Princé Ros- 
tislav. 
the son of Grand Duke Alexander and Grand 
Duchess Xenia, a sister of. the murdered Czar 
Nicholas. 

In the heyday of the Russian monarchy, two 
persons such as Aleka and Rostislav probably 
never would have become acquainted. Class lines 
were rigid, then, and a scion of royalty did not, 
as a rule, take even the short step down to the 
realm of nobility. 

But tragedy had placed London’s Russian 
emigres——royal, noble and commoners alike—on 
a single level. Rostislav was penniless. He ad- 
mired the pretty, charming Aleka and her un- 
flagging courage. A warm bond of comradeship 
developed between them. 

Marriage was. not to be thought of at that 
stage. It was nefessary that each first find some 
way of earning a livelihood. 

Aleka met some wealthy Chicagoans who 
helped her get into this country. Settling in 
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Chicago, she found a job as salesgirl in The 
Fair, a large department store. 

It was not long before Prince Rostislav fol- 
lowed her over. If he had found class distinctions 
diminished in England, he found them of even 
less importance in Chicago. 

The nephew of the late Czar and cousin of 
the present King of England went to work as 
a clerk in an office. 

Both Aleka and Rostislav made good. Aleka 
rose to salary-plus-commissions. Rostislav was 
a steady, dependable employe. They figured out 
the possibilities of their pooled income and 
decided to take the big step. 

Their marriage was solemnized in the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church with all the ceremonies 
due a royal prince. Chicago’s social leaders, who 
had taken the couple to their hearts, attended. 
That was in 19238. 

Aleka was now a princess—by past stand- 
ards—-but money was still scarce. The day after 
the wedding both returned to their jobs. 

Ten years passed and, to all appearances, 
Aleka and Rostislav, earning a living in the 
true American’ tradition, were happy. Then, in 
1938, a son was born to them. 

Not long after that, they became estranged. 
Perhaps the revolution-born romance melted 
away in the drudgery of workaday life. Perhaps 
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Aleka’s success-—-by then she had becu:ne co- 
owner of a dress shop. on Chicago’s fashionable 
Gold Coast-——was irksome to Rostislav, still plug- 
ging away at his clerk’s job. 

At any rate, from 1938 on Aleka and Rosti- 
Slay saw less and less of each other. In 1944 
they were divorced. By court permission Aleka 
became plain Mrs. Galitzine Romanoff and Rosti- 
Slav became Mr. Alexander Romanoff. 

Aleka had become acquainted with Lester 
Armour, grandson of Philip Danforth Armour. 
Lester was both wealthy and charming, but at 
first Chicago society paid scant notice to the 
attentions he showered on Aleka. 

After a time, however, it became evident 
that they were infatuated with each other. 

Early this year Armour’s wife, the former 
Leola Stanton, went to Reno and got a divorce. 

Last April Aleka and Armour were married 
in New York City. Mrs. Armour, whose three 
sons and older daughter have married, continued 
to live in the Armour home in Lake Forest, II., 
with her younger daughter, Leola. Rostislav, 
scion of royalty, kept on at his job. 

Aleka, at the age of 43, had shed her title 
of princess for good; in its stead she had gained 
the security of wealth—a security she lost those 
many years ago when she fled across Russia 
to escape Bolshevik terror.

No, that late lamented 
Missourian — Jesse James 
did not invent train robbing. 
John Reno was the lad. But 
Jesse James did invent bank 
robbing; you’ve got to give 
him that honor. 

They made a good haul 
—$13,000. It beat plowing 
corn. 

Now Mollie was. all 
smiles. He was her John. 

But John Reno had a 

weakness: He liked to 
bet on horse races. 
The end was _ inevit- 
able. It wasn’t long 
till he was back plow- 
ing corn. 

Since he had noth- 
ing in his pockets but 
cultivator pegs, Mol- 
lie’s smiles turned to 
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frost. In the midst of‘his troubles, John found 
another trouble that made all the others look 
like birdseed. 

Near-by lived Walker Hammond, a farm boy 
like himself. He began to take Mollie buggy 
riding, one foot hanging jauntily out of the side- 
bar buggy. He would tie up at a drugstore, go 
in and order root beer and the two would sit 
there and enjoy .each other’s@pociety. 

John and Walker Hammond had been friends, 
but now, when the two met and shook hands, 
there was a feel of autumn chill in the air. 

John told Walker he’d better quit rushing 
around with Mollie, but Walker paid no atten- 
tion. He said John was just talking to hear 
himself gab. 

Now Walker found himself faced with the 
same situation that had hit John.

The 
letter said that the offices of the county treas- 
urers were overflowing with milk and honey, 
and that if he would come out there he could get 
his hands on some of it. He didn’t add that 
honey is sometimes sticky. 

That was an idea. John got a friend named 
“Val” Elliott to throw in with him, left Mollie 
in the Palmer House, and John and Val started 
out for the unsuspecting state of Missouri. 

They arrived at Gallatin, Mo., a few jumps 
from where Jesse and Frank James lived. They 
were getting into tough country. 

It was exactly as his friend had said. The 
two men rode up in front of the courthouse, 
shooting right and left to terrify the citizens, 
rushed in, grabbed the money, hopped on their 
horses again and galloped away with $22,000. 


Walker was tried - 


A posse was formed, but John and his friend 
made monkeys of them. 

In six days John Reno was back in the 
Palmer House“with Mollie. He spread his share 
of the money out in front of her; her lovely 
eyes danced like moonbeams. Going up to him. 
she gave him a big, wargn kiss. It made hir: 
want to go back and take on another courthouse. 

John wrote a book about himself entitled 
“The Life of John Reno, World’s First Train 
Robber... In it he said that Mollie did not ask 
him where he got the money. She may have 
thought he found it. 

Things were lovely for a while. 

Five weeks passed like a dream. 

John and Mollie were as happy as two Holly- 
wood lovers. 


HEN one day there was a rude knocking on 

the door and when they opened it, the sheriff 
from Gallatin, Mo., was standing there. John 
told the sheriff he had made a mistake and to go 
away. The sheriff said the dickens he had and 
for John to come with him. 

John kissed Mollie, told her he’d soon clear 
himself of such preposterous charges, and would 
come back. It didn’t quite work out that way. 

Well, he didn’t come back. You simply don't 
fool with Missourians. 

He was taken to Gallatin, Mo. A mob gath- 
ered around the jail and came within a hair's 
breadth of lynching him. This made him nervous, 
as he did not want to be lynched in Missouri. 

‘They tried him before a jury of farmers. 
What! a man from Indiana trying to steal_their 
money. They gave him, 40 years so quick that 
it made his head swim. 

The sentence was so severe that the opposi- 
tion lawyer got up afd suggested the: judge make 
it less. The judge did, reducing it to a paltry 
25. years. Then they led John Reno out. 

In no time at all he was in prison in Jeffer- 
son City, Mo., making binder twine. It was a 
confining jab. 

He wrote in his book that when he got to the 


- prison gate, he looked up and over it was printed: 


THE WAY OF THE TRANSGRESSOR IS HARD. 
APMISSION 25 CENTS. 


But he did not have to pay anything. The 
25 cents referred to visitors; he was not a visitor. 
but a house guest. He could drop the towels on 
the floor and not feel guilty. 

In his book he tells what the bill-of-fare was:

This water at supper made a change of diet, 
but he did not like the change. He could not 
even complain to the house mother. 

The table equipment consisted of a spoon and 
fork but no knife. 

He did not like his boarding house. 


bY E had hidden $10,000 and now he gave more 
than half of it to a guard to help him escape. 
He dug a tunnel, but at the last moment the 
guard weakened and told the warden. 
He decided the best way to get out was to be 
a good boy and he became a kind of little Lord 


Fauntleroy. It worked. At the end of ten years, 


one month and four days they let him out into 
the fresh air. 

The first thing he did was to go to a restaur- 
ant in Jefferson City and order a big, luscious 
meal. No cornbread. 

Now, 15 years older and a century wiser, he

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In 1909, Bill Discovered One 
Phone Wired to Another— 
It Gave Him an Idea.

HE young telephone repair man looked at-the 
T two telephones in a New York City resi- 

dence, and scratched his head. Wires were 
running from one to the other, for, apparently, 
no reason at all. “ee 

He togk out his screwdriver and pliers, and 
went to Work removing one of the phones. The 
family had two, but for some time had stub- 
bornly insisted on paying for only one, 

Suddenly the young man, William J.. Mellin, 
realized the set-up. By connecting the two, the 
family had given themselves an extension—and 
that was in the year 1909, before telephone ex- 
tensions were heard of. It was also long before 
anyone had ever thought of tapping another 
telephone, 

That ingenious dead-beat has long since been 
forgotten, but he unwittingly set up a series of 
events which led to the smashing of narcotic 
rings, the apprehension of criminals all over the 
country, and recently in New York City, a hurri- 
cane of commotion over eavesdropped conversa- 
tions in staid old City Hall. 

Intrigued by what he discovered that day, 
Mellin began experimenting, on his own time, 
with wire-tapping. In 1920 the federal govern- 
ment engaged him-as a special agent to utilize 
his technical skill. 

For 29 years, until his recent retirement, the 
enemies of society were the personal enemies of 
Bill Mellin. He put his taps out on Arnold Roth- 
stein, Lepke Buchalter, Legs Diamond, George 
Remus, Oscar Kirshon, Dixie Davis, Jimmie 
Hines, Waxey and One-Eye Gordon, and scores: 
of other lesser known gangsters and narcotic 
peddlers. 

Dutch Schultz, as a matter of fact, never 
closed a conversation over the phone without 
addressing a remark to Mellin. 

“As for you,” he’d growl, “I hope your ears 
drop off.”’ 

Legs Diamond offered Mellin $25,000 if he’d 
leave his telephone alone. One night when Mrs. 
Mellin was alone with their two-year-old son and 
only a dollar or two in the house, a mar came in 
and quietly placed $30,000 on the kitchen table. 

“Tell Bill to lay off, willya?” he asked. 

Mrs. Mellin took her eyes off the financial 
security spread out on the oilcloth, and sighed, 
“You better take it back, mister,” she said. “If 
I touched that money Bill Mellin would throw me 
in jail right along with your boss.” 

Mellin once put a tap on the wire of a then- 
unknown dope peddler named Charles ‘“‘Lucky”’ 
Luciano, and from the information he received 
was able to place him under arrest. 

Lucky broke away and ran into a basement 
poolroom. Mellin followed on the run. Then fol- 
lowed a duel, Lucky swinging a billiard cue, 
Mellin a blackjack. After a desperate ten min- 
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utes, Lucky was hauled 
off in an ambulance, 
When Mellin first started with the Treasury 
Department, he tapped the wires of four leaders 
of a narcotics gang. 

He ran all his taps into an apartment in the 
neighborhood and, his feet on the table, listened 
in ease to the activities of the gang. 

Sitting in New York City, he followed by 
overheard telephone conversations the’ charter- 
ing of a ship, the dispatch of the ship to Ham- 
burg, the loading there of eight tons of whiskey 
and one ton of dope, and the progress of the 
ship across the Atlantic and through the Panama 
Canal to the waters off San Francisco. 

When the vessel hove in sight off the Cali- 
fornia coast the Coast Guard was waiting for it. 
No arrests were made, however, because the ship 
Kept outside the jurisdiction of the United States, 
but not one ounce of dope entered the country, 
and the gang lost a fortune. 

Mellin went to San Francisco and there, listen- 
ing to a call made to Chicago from a tapped 
phone, he overheard mention of a New York City 
fiddress that sounded suspicious. He dropped 
everything and returned to the East. 

A few days later, Bill 
Mellin, armed only with 
an ice pick, noiselessly tip- 
toed through a darkened. 
warehouse—at the address 
he had overheard. Cau- 
tiously, he stuck his ice 
pick into each of the big 
cases stored there. 

Sometimes, * when. he 
withdrew the ice pick, a 
brownish substance. ad- 
hered to the point.

of one of the biggest narcotic rings in history. 

Once the New York Police Department called 
him in on a tricky problem; The nearest they 
could get to the telephone of a murder suspect 
was eight blocks, and they couldn’t run a wire 
that far.

HE man who bombed Japan out of the war, 
ending the conflict 24 hours after the sec- 
ond atomic bomb attack, is prepared to win 

the next war with atomic bombs—if another 
war should be forced upon us. 4 

I have just come back from his headquarters 
in the cornfields of Nebraska, and I can relieve 
the minds of millions of people who may be 
worrying about what might happen if the United 
States should be suddenly attacked. I can reas- 
sure the millions who feel a sense of horror 
over the possible use of the atom bomb. 

This country is ready for war—if an aggres- 
sor should strike—at a moment’s notice. This 
country, if it should have to use the atom bomb, 
could demonstrate it as the greatest agent for. 
peace in the history of mankind becauge if we 
should employ it, the war-making abilities of 
an aggressor nation would be destroyed in 30 
days. 

Fifty thousand officers and men of the 
Strategic Air Command, under Lt. Gen. Curtis 
E. Le May, trained to a peak of combat effi- 
ciency, are prepared at this minute—if an ag- 
gressor should strike—to undertake a defensive 
measure never Mhown before in its magnitude 
and violence. 

The Strategic Air Command’s long range 
bombers, taking off from bases in North Ameri- 
ca, could carry atom bombs to the vitals of any 
enemy nation. 

Some could fly to their objectives and return, 
non-stop, to this continent. Others could fly from 
this continent to advance bases and operate from 
them. 


By the power of our bombers alone, the air — 


command’s preparations show, we could decide 
the outcome of a war. We could, if we had to, 
separate an enemy’s armies from their supplies, 
devastate industrial concentrations, paralyze life- 
lines of oil and electricity and armament. 

No one who knows much about it wants to 
unleash the atom bomb upon a foe. At the same 
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time those who know most about how’ to drop 
the bomb upon a target know also that we 
must be prepared to do it if we are attacked. 

That is the reason that SAC, as the strategic 
command of the Air Force is known, is being 
built up with split-minute timing on a relentless, 
round-the-clock daily schedule in an era of peace. 
Ready to strike if forced to, SAC in a sense is 
an American insurance policy against war. 

Its headquarters are almost in the center of 
the country, 10 miles from Omaha, Neb., in a 
converted airplane plant set down among the 
green waves of corn and wheat that roll up 
from the Missouri River. 


THERE, in an airy, second-floor office with two 

doors, always open, sits rugged, soft-spoken 
General Le May. He is the 42-year-old military 
genius who led in the bombing of Germany, 
then supervised the air assault on Japan, includ- 
ing the atom bomb raids which hastened the 
end of a war that had lasted three years, eight 
months and two days. : 

He is the man who would direct the bombing 
crews of SAC’s whole, far-winging organization, 
with bases from Vermont to California, from 
Florida to Washington, if they should have to 
seek a distant place for devastation. 

If ever word to “go” should come from higher 
up, General Le May would be the one to get it. 
He would be the one to stand up at the big, 
orderly desk, take the ever-present cigar or pipe 
from his mouth, and speak the few words that 
might change the face of a continent. 

He would do it, there is no doubt, without 
a quiver of emotion. He is tough-fibred mentally 
and physically. He is five feet ten, weighs 190: 
his muscles are hard, and his mind is hard. He 
is the implacable, driving force behind what he 
thinks of as a transition air command, every 
minute changing, growing stronger. 

From his office, looking out on the wheat 
and corn, green to the low horizon, his messages 
to “go,” if he had to issue them, would flash by 


radio and teletype and telephone over a com-

munications system connecting all the bases. 

Planes would begin to warm up almost 
on the second. Some would be taking off in min- 
utes. Depending on the enemy's movements, 
SAC’s long prearranged plan would begin to 
trace its history in the sky. 

That plan is revised every few months. 
Details in the light of new conditions are altered 
almost every day. If the time comes when the 
bombers have to go, their exact destinations— 
dots on a map perhaps half across the world— 
will long before have been fixed, argued, eval- 
uated, pigeon-holed in top-ranking minds. 

Then defense will be offense. - 

“An attack can be made now on the heart 
of a nation,’ Le May said calmly, in his low, 
serious voice, a short time ago. “It can be made 
without a single soldier setting foot*on the 


' enemy’s soil.” 


He paused,.and went on slowly, weighing 
each word: 

“Tt is possible to effeet the surrender of a 
nation without invasion.” 

That is the nucleus of the whole idea behind 
strategic—instead of tactical—bombing. Elim- 
inating soldiers would be no matter for strategic 
bombers. Eliminating the means of running a 
war would be their mission. 

With that goal (if there be need of a goal) 
in mind, Le May now has 600 planes tuned up 
for combat and 400 others for immediate replace- 
ments. Carrying atom bombs (supposing that

atom bombs are made available), one plane can 
wreak the havoc of 200 carrying TNT bombs. 
It is estimated, therefore, that SAC, with atom 
bombs, would be capable of making strikes as 
appalling as any which the Air Force made 
when it had 14,000 bombers at the height of the 
German holocaust. 


OULD the bombers get through to do their 
fearful duty? SAC knows that they would fly 
high and be hard to find, but that sometimes 
swarms of fighters might rise up against them. 
It believes it~ is prepared. Our own fighters 
would rise, too, from advance bases. to support 
our bombers. The bomber loss, SAC believes 
would be small. 
“Strategic bombardment is the most powerful 
weapon the world has known,” Le May said. 
“The old geographical boundaries are gone. To 
crush a nation’s will to make war, you must 
reach and destroy its political and economic 
centers. That was always the purpose of both 
Strategy and tactics. But the means of achiev- 
ing it have changed. Bombardment from the 

air is the means now,” 
To achieve that end, SAC has the Fighth Air 


Force, with headquarters at Fort Worth, Tex.: 
the Fifteenth Air Force, with headquarters at 
Colorado Springs, Colo., and the 31lth Ajr 
Division (Reconnaissance), at Topeka, Kan. 


“The basic weapon of the command is the - 


long range bomber,” Le May said. “We still use 
the war-tested B-29. It will go a greater distance 
and it’s more effective than when we used it 
against Japan. 

“The new B-50 is not just a modified 29, It's 
an almost completely new plane with nearly 
double the horsepower, greater speed and more 
carrying capacity. 

“Our longest range and best heavy bomber 
is the B-36. It’s the only real heavy bomber 
we have, since both the 29 and 50 are classed as 
medium bombers. 

“Our B-36 is the largest and longest range 
bomber ever built. It’s powered by six conven- 
tional pusher-type piston engines and it’s the 
first of the 10,000-mile bombers. It’s the rea] 
weapon of strategic warfare and our command 
will be built around it. 

“If we're forced to do so by necessity, with 
the B-36 we can operate from the North Amer- 
ican ‘continent and effectively bomb targets in 
any aggressor country. It already has flown 
from Fort Worth to Honolulu and back*carrying 
a useful load of practice bombs which _ were 
dropped into the ocean at the half-way point, 
and recently it bettered that distance on a rou- 
tine training flight.” 


PLANES with shorter ranges than the B-36 

can also be scheduted for long flights because 
of new techniques developed in refueling in air. 

“During World War II we had bases near 
enough to the enemy so that we didn't need 
refueling techniques,” Le May said. “Today 
these new techniques have given the Air Force 
the ability to strike at any possible enemy from 
bases on this continent.” 

The long, cigar-shaped B-36, with its 10,000- 
mile range without refueling and without the 
use of. any overseas base is undoubtedly SAC’s 
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star performer. Yet this spring a B-50, named 
Lucky Lady II, set a distance precedent. From 
Fort Worth, Tex., it made the first non-stop, 
round-the-world trip ever flown, taking on fuel 
in the air at four bases from B-29 aerial 
tankers. 
Lucky Lady II made more than 23,000 miles 
in 94 hours and one minute. This was two 
minutes ahead of the afrival time planned at 
the take-off. The tankers rose to meet the B-50 
at Air Force bases in The Azores, Dhahran in 
Saudi Arabia, the Philippines and Hawaii. 
This was a training flight, yet only its great 
length made it different from other training 
flights which SAC bombers are making every 
day. Le May insists on precise ‘attack mus- 
sions.”” Bomb crews operate, as nearly as pos 
sible, as if they were in the midst of war. 
“These missions simulate combat conditions, 
Le May said. “As a matter of routine training, 
each of our bombing crews is required to com- 
plete long range navigation and bombing mis- 
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Sions of at least 4,000 miles every few months. 
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If a Conflict Should Be Forced Upon Us, Our Might 
Here Seen Against the Bikini Explosion, Would 
Objectives the Vital Industries of an Enemy. 


The average pilot with SAC has had 2,000 
hours in the air. The average technical special- 
ist has put in six years at his complex work. 
Still there is no let-up in training. The bom- 
bardment units are constantly rotated to sta- 
tions in Alaska, the Far East and to England. 
That’s to give them experience in rapid move- 
ment and operation under field conditions. 

It was this rotation plan which took the 
famous 509th Group, of 30 planes, recently to 
England, to be based there for its turn of train- 
ing. The original 509th (some veterans of it 
still are in it) was the group which obliterated 
Hiroshima and Nagaski. 

Physicists estimate that we have a stockpile 
of from 100 to 400 atom bombs and are making 
50 or more a year. Production will go up sharply 
when a new half-billion dollar plutonium plant at 
Hanford, Wash., the biggest building operation 
ever undertaken in peacetime, is completed. 
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In contrast with this, it is reasonably certain 
the Russians have not made a bomb. If they had 
exploded one experimentally, it is probable the 
upper-atmosphere monitoring maintained by the 
Air Force and the Bureau of Standards would 
have detected the resulting radioactivity. 

The Atomic Energy Commission, besides 
making bombs, is pushing other research. It is 
working on an atomic engine for submarines, 
with construction starting perhaps next year, 
the aim being to give subs immense range with- 
out refueling. Commercial power, too, is an 
objective, and by the end of this year, two 
atomic engines will be under construction. 

For the time being, the bomb production is 
paramount, and upon it depends the strength of 
General Le May’s command, 

Meeting Le May in SAC’s headquarters out- 
side of Omaha, you are aware at once that his 
energy is almost limitless. He has time for 
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everything. He answers his officers’ questions 
forthrightly and clearly. His voice is never 
raised. He never wastes words.

TEAM had been kept up these 20 years, but 
the sound of its rumbling and groaning had 
been like a giant snoring. The black-hulled 
yacht Valfreyia, to all outward appearances, had 
been sleeping at anchor off England’s Essex 
coast in the North Sea. 

But this spring morning in 1909, her crew 
shared the excitement that trembled through 
the village of Brightlingsea and set up a cease- 
less chatter among the housewives: 

“Did ye see The Master stepping ashore this 
morning? Togged out’ like royalty, he was, and 
smiling even. I do hear that the lady he’s been 
waiting fOr all these years is arriving today 

and they'll sail away together to the Seven 
seas like in a fairy tale.’’ 

All that day the tension mounted to reach a 
peak in mid-afternoon and die out completely 
at nightfall when McEvers Bayard Brown, the 
millionaire American, stumped back to the land- 
ing—-alone—and growled at the boatmen as they 
rowed him out to his great yacht to resume his 
lonely exile. 

“Keep her in readiness, as usual,” he barked 
at his captain and went slowly to the owner’s 
cabin to spend another sleepless night studying 
the likeness of a young and pretty woman, who 
never came aboard the floating palace that 
awaited her. 

For 37 years, a full crew kept the Valfreyia 
“‘in.readiness”’ for the guest of honor who never 
arrived, the sailing order’ that never came. 

McEvers Bayard Brown went through mid- 
dle age, grew old and died aboard the slumbering 
yacht where he kept a vigil that rivaled any of 
the works of romance and frustration to be 
found in fiction. 

His death 23 years ago left unanswered the 
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two questions curious and persistent persons 
had been asking since 1889: 

Who was the woman for whom Valfreyia and 
her owner waited in vain? And what circum- 
Stance separated them in‘the first place? 

McEvers Bayard Brown, son of Alexander 
Spears Brown, and cousin of W. Bayard Cutting 
and F. Fulton Cutting, attained maturity with 
three assets: money, looks and social position. 

His father and his cousins accumulated for- 
tunes and Bayard (he seldom used the first name 
McEvers) Brown moved easily into a partner- 
ship in the banking house of Brown, Shipley & 
Co. in New York. He became a shrewd investor 
in Manhattan real estate and was independently 
wealthy before his 40th birthday. 

He was rugged in physique, leonine in ap- 
pearance, and young ladies of New York and 


Philadelphia society often blushed prettily and 
sighed when in his presence. Bayard Brown 
seemed to note neither the coloring nor the 
sighs; he turned into a ‘mystery man” com- 
paratively early in life. 

His men friends smiled knowingly when the 
ladies complained that Brown had no time for 
romance. 

“You don’t know Bayard,” they said. “He's 
found romance.” 


ine courtship was never stripped of its secrecy 
and the society gossips never did learn 
the identity of the young lady. It was reliably 
reported, but never confirmed publicly, that 
Bayard Brown and his*one great love were 
secretly married in a Fifth Avenue hotel. 

One of two things happened a few hours after

intimates. The bride either became angry and 
left in a huff that was never healed-—or the 
couple agreed to separate for the time being and 
to have their reunion and their honeymoon 
abroad. | 

In any event, Bayard Brown went to England 
and Scotland, alone. He let it be known that he 
was in search of a, yacht “fit for a queen,’ the 
first indication that he intended to be joined by 
wife or sweetheart. 

He found his seafaring castle in the long, low 
lines of the Valfreyia, an ocean-going vessel 
similar in lines to J. Pierpont Morgan’s famous 
Corsair. The Valfreyia, originally named The 
Lady Torfrida, had been built along lines sug- 
gested by King Edward, then Prince of Wales. 

The yacht never became royal property, 
however. Brown bought it for $200,000 from Sir 
William Pearce, the Scotch shipbuilder, and took 
possession in 1889. 

Her crew for 37 years included a master, two 
deck officers, three engineers, four stewards, a 
carpenter, three cooks, a doctor and several sea- 
men and firemen. 

Owner Brown liked a semi-harbor off the 
village of Brightlingsea the first time he visited 
there, a few weeks after he bought the yacht, 
and there she was anchored to await the arrival 
of someone who never came. c 

“She must always have a head of steam,

Brown told his captain. “She must be ready to 
leave instantly—at my signal.” 

During the first years at anchor---1889 and 
well into the ’90s—-Bayard Brown went ashore 
frequently, to Brightlingsea and inland to the 
village of Wivenhoe and, less frequently, to hon- 
don, but he abhorred the thought:of being away 
from his yacht overnight. | 

One night, after the Valfreyia had-been bat- 
tered by a storm, he slept in a Wivenhoe inn, but 
he posted-three of his-sailors outside his bedroom 
to keep strangers at a distance. 

At first the villagers gave the imposing ves- 
sel a wide berth, but as the months and the years 
passed-they became curious and even bold. They 
rowed around the Valfreyia without drawing a 
glance from the wide-shouldered owner leaning 
on the rail, his eyes on the land-from which, 
some day, his passenger, would come. 

One day two villagers, emboldened by ale, 
breught their little craft alongside the yacht 


wand one called to Owner Brown: 


“‘How’s about a little something to drink to 
your health?” _ 

Brown started, frowned and gave a couple 
of orders. In a few minutes a cook appeared with 
a frying pan fulk of gold and silver coins. 

“Catch!” he yelled, spilling. out. the money. 
The villagers caught-—-and then squealéd with 
pain. The coins were red hot. After. that the 
game was repeated at intervals, the visitors 
wearing gloves, to catch the heated money. 


ORD of the mysterious millionare was 
W brought to London, and newspaper report- 
ers were sent to interview Brown. 

“Are you waiting for someone, Mr. Brown?” 
one correspondent asked. Bayard Brown turned 
awav and headed for his teakwood cabin. 

“Aren’t we all waiting—for someone?” he 
countered, over his shoulder. 

Women were not permitted to set shapely 
foot on deck. He .made one:exception when a 
distant relative arrived for a visit. Brown 
greeted her, watch in hand, at the gangway. 

“Your transportation for London leaves in a 
half-hour, madame,” he said. | 

On one of his visits to Wivenhoe he shud- 
dered as his eyes fell on a woman leaning on 
her cottage gate and gazing at him. 

“Your face horrifies me,’’ Brown said. “If I 
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give you five-pounds will you get it out of my 
sight ?”’ 

The woman regained her wits in time to 
complete the bargain. Brown refused to use 
that street again. 

With the passing of the years, and the non- 
arrival of his unidentified guest, Brown's repu- 
tation for eccentricity increased. 

Apparently it was well earned. On several 
occasions he decided bombs had been planted in 
the yacht’s coal. The bunkers were ordered 
dumped and the millionaire owner helped remove 
the coal by wrapping one-pound notes around 
lumps and hurling the valuable missiles at the 
villagers swarming around his yacht. 


T= British government became interested in 
his income and its source. It was estimated 
it cost him $4,000 a month for the upkeep of 
the Valfreyia; his benefactions, whimsical b&t 
generous, represented an outlay as large. 

In 1911, an action was brought to force 
Brown into line as a British income taxpayer, 
the government asserting his income was at 
least $50,000 a year. He fought the case, claim- 
ing he was “not a citizen of any country,” but 
the government won. “ 

Despite his contention that he was no longer 
interested in America or Americans, he sub- 
scribed to New York City newspapers and he 
continued to add to his fortune in Mew York 
real estate, especially in apartment houses in 
uptown Manhattan. ' 7 

The Valfreyia’s long siesta off Brightlingsea 
was interrupted on government orders at the 
outbreak of World War I, when the Admiralty 
decided it was a peril to wartime shipping. 

Her grumbling owner went with her to dry- 
dock, where she lay for six years at an addi- 
tional cost of $25 per day. Although the waters 
of the North Sea no longer lapped her steel

sides, the vessel continued as the home of her 


owner. The crew lived ashore except for a 


watchman and a cook. 
It was about this time that he began to sus- 
pect that some of the newspaper men who called 


on him might have a message for Him. When the 
interviewers discovered that he was hoping for 
a message, they tried to find out, again, the 
identity of the person who might be expected 
to communicate with the secretive Brown, but 
he held them off with grins and shrugs. 

“It is obvious you do not have a message 
for me,” he told the last of a chain of corre- 
spondents. “And put your hat back on. Only liars 
remove their headgear in my presence.” 

After the war, the Valfreyia was returned to 
her old anchorage. 

Bayard Brown was still capable of managing 
his affairs, according to his London agents, but™ 
his conduct aboard ship took on the characteris- 
tics of second childhood. He paid his crew well, 
but doused them with water and swatted them 
with clubs when it suited his whim; then plied 
them with ale. 


BAYARD BROWN was 77 when he suffered a 

stroke in March, 1926, and was carried to his 
cabin. They said that he was unable to move 
his limbs, but when a steward found him dead 
on the morning of April 8, there was evidence 
that the owner’s last ounce of strength had been 
summoned to Keep his secret. 

Near one outstretched hand was a charred 
remnant of a photograph of a young and pretty 
woman. McEvers Bayard Brown had done a 
good job with the match he had been able to 
strike. Her features had been burned away. 

They found, too, a last will and testament 
disposing of more than a million dollars worth 
of property, and dated 1878. The bequests were 
distributed among the American heirs of the 
relatives named as beneficiaries. There, was no 
mention of any woman who could have been 
his secret sweetheart, or his secret wife. 

Villagers turned out in a driving rain for a 
memorial service in the Brightlingsea church, 
around his casket, draped with the Stars and 
Stripes, and then turned for a mournful look at 
the Valfreyia—the floating palace fit for a 
queen, who never arrived.

He waved toward a section of the wall where 
hung a picture of Peter Gullota (Pete Herman) 
taken just after he had whipped Kid Williams 
in New Orleans in 1917 for the bantamweight 
title. 

“That fellow wouldn’t see,”’ said Herman, re- 
ferring to himself. ‘‘He was advised to quit box- 
ing. His right eye was blinded in a fight. His 
other was dimmed. He paid the severest penalty. 
He lost his sight.”’

His Own Needless Sacri- 
fice Has Made the Former 
Boxing Champ a Deter- 
mined Crusader Against

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Herman, always a champion, won his third 
title a few months ago when he was appointed 
to serve four years on the Louisiana State Box- 
ing Commission. 

‘Now I can help a lot of kids who do not 
know how to help themselves,’’ remarked Her- 
man. “I can be their eyes. I can advise them, 
instruct them and, if the need be, I can prohibit 
some of them from jeopardizing themselves.”’ 

Jack Walsh, a veteran New Orleans boxing 
official, remembers how young Pete Herman 
would leave his Royal St. shoe shine stand at 
lunch hour and watch the professional boxers 
train at the Orleans and the Royal Athletic 
clubs, Percy “Red” Walsh, a promoter, per- 
suaded him to become a boxer. 

Pete Herman celebrated his 21st year by 
beating Williams for the first of his two cham- 
pionship crowns.

When America entered World War I, Herman 
enlisted in the Navy. In a charity boxing show 
for the Navy Tobacco Fund he fought Gussie 
Lewis in Philadelphia. During a heated ex- 
change of punches Herman’s right eye was 
closed, never to reopen. 

“T could still throw punches as fast as ever,” 
reminisced Herman, “and I never lost my confi- 
dence.”’ 

Late in December of 1920 Herman was 
matched with the principal challenger, Joe 
Lynch, at old Madison Square Garden in New 
York. 

“There were 14,000 persons at the fight and 
10,000 of them were smoking,” said Herman. “I 
got by the early rounds well enough, but the 
heavy smoke got to my weak left eye. I couldn't 
see well enough to throw punches and lost my 
title.” 

The next day Herman left for England, 
where he knocked out Jimmy Wilde, Great Brit- 
ain’s foremost bantamweight, in 17 rounds. 

“T didn’t even get paid the promised $35,000 
for winning the fight,’”’ Herman added. “I had 
to go back there a year later and knock out

their Jimmy Higgins in order to get $10,000 of 
the English money.” 

Back in New York, after beating Wilde, Her- 
man prevailed upon his manager, Sammy Gold- 
man, to get him a rematch with Lynch, but this 
time out of doors, where the smoke would not 
be so tough. The match was held at Ebbets 
Field in Brooklyn and Herman regained the 
title by winning 13 of the 15 rounds. 

Pete was only 26 years of age when he fought 
with Roy Moore in Boston. 

“In the dressing room I said to my pal and 
trainer, Tony Palazola, ‘Tony, I’m all through 
as a fighter. I won the decision tonight but I 
could not see when I was standing back at long 
range. The only time that I could see to punch 
was when we were in the clinches.” 

In the short time that Herman has served 
on the Louisiana Boxing Commission he has 
demonstrated a keen regard for the physi- 
cal well-being of the boxers under his 

jurisdiction. 

Mike Konnors, 22-year-old welter- 
weight from New York City, was 
called to the Louisiana Commission 
office for an interview. The com- 
mission thought he had been absorb- 
ing too much punishment and should 
be stopped from fighting, but Kon- 
nors was adamant in his refusal! 
to quit the ring. 
Finally, Pete Herman said: 
‘Son, I'm blind and can't see 

you, but I can hear you talk. I 

know you shouldn’t box any 

more. You are still young. In 

a year’s time you can get your- 

self a stable of young fighters 

and be making just as much 
money managing them as you 
would be making now while 
you risk the most vital organs 
of your body. If we had a 
commission like this when I 
was a boy, I'd still have my 
Sight and would be the hap- 
piest man in the world.” 
Herman then ruled that 
Konnors could never fight in 
Louisiana again. . 
Herman.continually stresses 
more strict eye examinations 
for boxers. Recently, a preliminary boy miser- 
ably failed to pass his eve test. It was obvious 
that he was in no condition to fight. Louis Mes- 
Sina, a local fight promoter, stormed into the 
doctor’s office. 

“What d’ya mean he can’t fight tonight? I 
can't get a fill-in now!” 

“This boy can’t even read the big two-inch 
letters on the chart,’’ answered the doctor. 

‘He ain’t gonna fight no two-inch letter: he’s 
gonna fight a great big man.” 

Herman didn’t smile when he heard that 
statement. He was a boxer, a champion, who 
couldn’t see the big two-inch letter. 

Herman turned toward the promoter. 

“We said the boy will never fight again.” 

It was with a measure of satisfaction that 
Pete Herman left the doctor’s office to return 
to his corner.

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John Adams’ Bible 


ALMostT any day now, a battered 
little steamer will creep in 
toward a high, rocky island in the 
South Pacific. 

The freighter will launch one of 
its own boats for the perilous trip 
through the roaring surf. 

On the island, men and women— 
some dark and swarthy with Poly- 
nesian faces, others blond and with 
features almost typically British— 
will watch the boat’s progress. 

The scene will be lonely Pitcairn 
Island and actors in the drama will 
be religious-minded descendants of 
the British mutineers of H.M.S. 
Bounty. A package carried by the 
visitors will contain one of the orig- 
inal Bibles of the Bounty-—coming 
home to Pitcairn after an absence of 
110 years. 

It was just another Bible of a 
popular edition when it left England 
Dec. 23, 1787, on the 215-ton store-

ship Bounty, commanded by Capt. 
William Bligh. 

Bligh, as competent as he was 
tough, had orders to take breadfruit 
trees from Tahiti to the West Indies. 
His harsh ways antagonized most 
of his crew. Mutiny broke out at 
sea. Bligh and 18 crew members 
who stood by him were cast adrift 
in an open boat. 

Nine mutineers, headed by 
Master’s Mate Fletcher Christian, 
and a native contingent of six men 
and 12 women from Tahiti, even- 
tually took the Bounty to distant 
Pitcairn Island. 

It was 18 long years before an 
American whaler touched at Pit- 
cairn. By then only one of the lo 
men who had settled there was alive. 
Five of the white sailors had been 
miurdered by the mutineers’ brown- 
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skinned widows. 
taken its toll, until the sole mascu- 
line survivor was a slightly-educated 
but devout mutineer named Alex- 


Iliness, too, had 


ander Smith, who subsequently 
changed his name to John Adams 
from fear of British justice. 
Adams applied himself, with the 
help of his Bible, to spelling out 
Christian faith and morality for the 
widows and children of his deceased 
shipmates. He succeeded so well 
that when British vessels put in at 
Pitcairn, it never occurred to their 
captains to take the patriarch back 


to England to stand trial for mutiny. * 


The John Adams Bible, which set 
a permanent stamp on the life of the 
little colony, left the island in 1839, 
when the book was given by Adams’ 
grandson to Levi Hayden, a whaling 
Sailor from Windsor, Conn. Hay- 
den also took back with him a Bible 
which had belonged to Fletcher 
Christian, a present from Chris- 
tian’s widow. 

Later generations regretted the 
gifts. Recently a plea was trans- 
mitted to the Connecticut Historical 
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Society, which had come into posses- 
sion of John Adams’ Bible. The 
Society voted to send the historic 
book back to Pitcairn on ‘“‘per- 
manent loan’ to the descendants of 
Fletcher Christian, John Adams and 
other bold mutineers of the Bounty. 

The Fletcher Christian Bible, 
meanwhile, is in the Rare Books 
Collection of the New York Public 
Library. The people of Pitcairn 
haven't yet asked for its return, but 
it. too, may some day go back across 
the Pacific to take its place alongside 
John Adams’ Bible as a tangible 
relic of Pitcairn’s colorful and ro- 
mantic heritage.

RADITIONALLY, a lamp kept burning in a 
T window signifies a welcoming beacon for an 
absent loved one. 

But that was not the explanation for the 
lamp in Warren Lincoln’s home in Aurora, IIl.; 
in the early spring of 1923. 

“Mr. Lincoln is afraid—that’s why he keeps 
the lamp lighted,” his young maid-servant, Marie 
Klein, told neighbors. ‘He says someone is spy- 
ing on him. He thinks Mrs. Lincoln and her 
brother have hired a person to ‘get’ him. 

“The light is a signal that’s been fixed up 
between Mr. Lincoln and his brother. As long 
as it shines, it means that everything is all 
right. If it goes out, Mr. Edward Lincoln is to 
grab his gun and run over there.” 

Warren Lincoln, the neighbors agreed, had 
good reasons for his fears. It was common 
knowledge that there had been trouble in the 
family. 

At the time of these events, Lincoln, a small, 
bald-headed, middle-aged ex-lawyer of Chicago, 
operated a greenhouse and nursery on the out- 
skirts of Aurora, 35 miles west of the metrop- 
olis, in association with his brother, whose home 
was about 300 yards from his place. Poor 
health had caused him to make the move, with 
his second wife, the former Lina Shoup, and his 
teen-age son, John, by his first marriage, three 
years earlier in the spring of 1920.

which Warren invariably got the worst-ot the 
argument—sometimes to the extent of bruises 
and black eyes. 

The neighbors had seen Byron Shoup at the 
cottage during the first week or so of January, 
1923, but by the middle of that month both he 
and Lina had disappeared from the community. 
Warren Lincoln kept his thoughts to himself, 
but not his brother Edward. 

“Warren can be as close-mouthed as he 
pleases,’ said Edward, “but I’m going to speak 
out. His wife has run off with another man, 
and her brother has gone back to Kansas——-k 
hope! If he never shows his face around here 
again, it’ll certainly be all right with us!”’ 

Within a couple of weeks, Lina still being 
absent, Warren had filed suit for divorce, and at 
the same time had started an action for $25,000 
damages against his brother-in-law, alleging 
that Byron had come between him and Lina and 
caused her to leave him. 

Young John came back from Chicago—and 
to a bedroom of his own. He worked in the 
greenhouse with his father, uncle, and two hired 
men. Two or three times a week, Marie Klein, 
12-year-old daughter of a neighbor, came in to 
do the houséwork.

“I don’t mind telling you that it’s getting on 
my nerves,” he admitted. “I’ve tried to talk to 
the fellow, but he never lets me get near him.

“Here is something I want. you to see,” he 
said then, producing two personals clipped from 
the classified advertising columns of a Chicago 


newspaper. One read: 
George J.—I am in Seattle. Quit W.L.

GEORGE, Lincoln explained, was a resident of 
Mount Pulaski, Ill., with whom Lina had 
once kept company. Some of their domestic 
quarrels, he said, had resulted from his discovery 
that Lina had contacted this man through news- 
paper personals, and had seen him on visits to 
Chicago. | 
The other clipping read: 
talph: Have chance to see the world. 
Both have job on yacht cruising the 
Orient for three months. Lina. 

“My wife has another brother named Ralph,” 
said Lincoln, ‘“‘and she keeps in touch with him 
through personals. As you can see from these 
clippings, I’m not likely to be bothered by her 
for at least some months to come.” 

On Sunday morning, April 29, John Lincoln 
came out from Chicago for a visit with his 
father. Late in the afternoon his uncle joined 
them, and at 7:30 John said he was going to 


‘Batavia, a few miles to the north, to call on 


some friends. His father decided to walk up- 
town with him as far as the interurban stop, 
then take in a picture show. 

During that night, Edward saw the light 
shining, but in the morning he noticed that no 
smoke was issuing from the kitchen stovepipe 
of his brother’s cottage. Later, as he headed 
for the greenhouse, he still saw no sign of 
Warren. He therefore went directly to the 
house—and found a bedroom window wide open, 
with blood on the sills 

Inside, he found evidence that the place had 
been ransacked. 

The covers and sheets of Warren’s bed had 
been pulled onto the floor. His clothes were 
piled in a rumpled heap on a chair.. A desk 
had been smashed open, and one of the drawers 
was missing.

Six weeks later, no further clue having de- 
veloped in the mystery, Warren Lincoln sud- 
denly turned up in Aurora with a tale of having 
been abducted. This was his story:

RETURNING from town on the night of April 

29, he had found Byron and Lina waiting for 
him at the cottage. They had demanded certain 
letters and papers, but he had insisted that he 
did not have them in the house. 

“I told them I was going to bed, and I did 
so,” he said. ‘“‘They kept: nagging me,. and 
finally beat me into unconsciousness. When I 
came to, they had me in a car. They drove me 
to Cleveland, and delivered me into the hands 
of a dope gang to which they belonged.

had occurred to him while reading a newspaper 
story about Landru, the French Bluebeard. 

Landru had killed numerous women and had 
disposed of them, presumably in a large stove 
in his secluded villa, so effectively that nothing 
identifiable could be recovered. 

Lincoln’s law-trained mind had pondered the 
question of what Landru had done with his vic- 
tim’s heads. Then he had thought of another 
story he’d read—a fiction story about a sculptor 
who had concealed the body of his victim in a 
cast of plaster and stood it among similar models 
in his studio. 

On the night of Jan. 10, 1923, while a wind 
howled outside, he had shot Byron and Lina, 
and during the next several nights, having told 
his brother that the pair had left for parts un- 
known, he had cremated the dismembered bodies 
—except the heads—in the greenhouse furnace. 

He had sifted the ashes, retrieved buttons 
and other articles not completely consumed, and

A few days after his return, Warren said 
he intended entering a sanitarium in Detroit to 
rest his nerves. 

This time he was gone until fall. 

But again he left town after only a few days. 

Meanwhile, Chief Michels launched a quiet 
investigation of the whole fantastic enigma. 
This was what he found out, with the assistance 
of the Chicago authorities: 

The copy for the two personals had been 
written upon a typewriter with a green ribbon, 
and had been mailed to the newspaper in an 
envelope containing one of the “Milo Durand” 
business cards. 

The personals thad been published several 
weeks before Lincoln showed them to Police 
Chief Michels. 

Lincoln had sent clippings of these same 
personals to a friend in Chicago, along with a 
letter written on a typewriter with a green 
ribbon. 

Lina Lincoln’s relatives in Mount Pulaski 
had received a letter, signed with her name, 
asking that money be sent to her. The letter 
had been typed-——in green. 

A man answering to the description of War- 
ren Lincoln had, soon after Lincoln's purported 
abduction, cashed a check, made out by Byron 
Shoup, at a bank in Evanston, lll. The check 
had been made payable to bearer, but the date 
showed signs of alteration. 

A man resembling Warren Lincoln had 
ordered the “‘Milo Durand” cards at a printing 
shop in a small town near Chicago. 

At the time that Lincoln told Chief Michels 
that he owned only an old and rusted revolver, 
he'd had in his possession a second gun, which 


. Marie Klein had seen in- the house when she first 


went to work there. 

Analysis of stains on articles found after 
Lincoln’s disappearance showed that the blood 
had not been that of a human. 


ARLY in January, 1924, just a year after Lina 

and her brother “departed” from Aurora, 
Chief Michels made a trip to Chicago. When 
he returned, he took Warren Lincoln into cus- 
tody. Closeted with the suspect in his office, 
Michels detailed his various disceVeries, and 
caused Lincoln to say: 

“IT am unequal to accounting for all those 
things in a way you would accept.” 

“The only way you can account for them,” 
the offjcer told him, “is to tell me just what 
happened to your wife and brother-in-law.” 

Lincoln smiled—-triumphantly, it seemed to 
Michels—as he remarked: 

“I’m sorry to disappoint you, chief, but you 
won't find any corpus delicti in this case. I’m 
quite sure that my dear wife and her brother 
are well beyond identification by this time.” 

“Just what do you mean?”’ 

Again that smile. ‘‘No corpus delicti. There- 
fore no case, and no conviction.” 

“What happened to them?” Michels repeated. 

“Well, I'll tell you what happened to them,” 
the little prisoner said, ‘‘but don’t think I'll be 
such a fool as to tell a judge and jury!” 

He related that, just a year previously, at 
a time when his wife and brother-in-law were 
making his life a continual nightmare, an idea 


dumped this evidence into the near-by Fox River. 

He had placed the heads in a large wooden 
flower box, and covered them with quicklime. 
He had shoveled a deep layer of soil over the 
lime, and set a:plant in it. He had put the box 
in the greenhouse, and had watered the plant 
every day. 

He said that, with the coming of warm 
weather, he had shifted the box to the front 
porch. On occasion he would sit on the porch 
with his foot on. the edge of the box. People 
came and went, like the friends of the sculptor 
in the story. 

Then he had gotten another idea. He had 
encased the box in concrete, so that it looked 
like a solid block, and had used it to support one 
end of the sagging back porch. 


| ATER that spring, hankering to start a new 

life in Chicago, he had staged what he’d hope 
would be considered his murder by the two 
persons he’d already destroyed. Four chickens 
had supplied the blood he’d scattered around, 
and he had used one of Lina’s own shoes to 
make that imprint in the ground. 

But soon he began worrying about his 
camouflaged flower box. What if the concrete 
casing should collapse under the weight of the 
porch ? 

So he had come back, chiefly to remove the 
box and cart it to a dump pile several hundred 
yards from the cottage. 

Months later, he told Michels, he again be- 
came apprehensive. He remembered that he’d 
left behind that newspaper clipping about 
Landru. It was to retrieve this, Ne said, that he 
returned briefly in the fall of 1923. be 

“I suppose I should have left well enough 
alone, once I had killed my two persecutors, 
and had disposed of their bodies,” he said, “but 
I was afraid that certain relatives would get 
Suspicious before very long. That’s why I 
wanted to make people believe that they were 
still alive, and that I was dead. 

“But, anyway, I know I can’t be convicted. 
That quicklime had done its. work long since. 
Neither Byron nor Lina had any dental work by 
which the heads can be identified. The skulls 
might belong to any man or any woman. I 
alone know their identities, and I’m not going 
to tell—-not in court!” 

So he proudly and confidently showed where 
he had concealed the cemented box. And pre- 
sently its contents became important exhibits 
in a trial which proved a humiliating disappoint- 
ment to this amazing little murderer. 

Warren Lincoln had made one stupendous 
error in his attempt at a perfect crime. 

There had been two barrels of lime in the 
greenhouse. One had contained harmless slaked 
lime, the other unslaked, caustic quicklime. One 
day, a hired man had accidently transposed the 
barrels. 3r 

Lincoln had dipped into the wrong barrel— 
and thus insured the preservation of the heads. 

Thanks largely to an insanity defense, he 
won a verdict of life imprisonment, and died 17 
years later in the state penitentiary at Joliet.
